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Section 1. Section 14-2109, Revised Statutes Cunulative
Suppl enent, 2006, is anended to read:

14-2109. The board of directors of a netropolitan utilities

district shall at its first regular neeting appoint & an individual

with the title of general manager or other official title designated

by the board who shall (1) act as secretary of such board, (2) have

general supervision of the nmanagenment, construction, operation, and
mai ntenance of the utility plants and property under the jurisdiction
of or owned by such nmetropolitan utilities district, subject to the
direction of the board, (3) hold office at the pleasure of the board,
(4) possess business training, executive experience, and know edge of
the devel opnent and operation of public utilities, (5) give bond for
the faithful performance of his or her duties in the sum of not |ess
than ten thousand dollars to be filed with and approved by the board
of directors, (6) receive such conpensation as the board nay
determ ne, which conpensation shall not be decreased during the
i ncunbency of any appointee, and (7) devote his or her exclusive tine
to the duties of the office. The board of directors nay enploy or
aut hori ze the enpl oyment of such other enployees and assistants as nay
be deened necessary for the operation and maintenance of the utility
pl ants under its jurisdiction and of the conduct of the affairs of the

board and provide for their conpensation. The conpensation of the

genreral—ranager appointed individual and such enployees shall be

paid from funds under control of the board. In no event shall the
conpensation, as a salary or otherwise, of any enployee or officer
exceed ten thousand dollars per annum unless approved by a vote of

two-thirds or nore of the nenbers of the board of directors. The
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record of such vote of approval, together with the nanes of the
directors so voting, shall be nade a part of the permanent records of
t he board.

Sec. 2. Section 14-2110, Rei ssue Revised Statutes of
Nebr aska, is anmended to read:

14-2110. No regul ar appoi ntee or enpl oyee of t he

metropolitan utilities district, except the general— manager

i ndi vi dual appointed in section 14-2109, who has been in its

service consecutively for nore than one year and whose nane has been
pl aced, by a unaninous vote of the full board of directors, upon the
per manent enployees list provided for in the rules adopted by the
board shall be subject to rempval except upon a two-thirds vote of the
full board and then only for cause which shall be stated in witing
and filed with the secretary of the board at |east ten days prior to a
heari ng precedi ng such renoval .

14-2146. The Auditor of Public Accounts and the person
maki ng the examination and audit pursuant to section 14-2145 shall
have access to all books, records, vouchers, papers, contracts, or
other data containing information on the subject in the office of the

board of such netropolitan utilities district, in the office of the

general—manager—of —the distriet~ individual appointed in section

14-2109, or in the possession or under the control of any of the

agents or enployees of the district. It is hereby nmade the duty of
all officers, agents, and enployees of the district to furnish to the

auditor and his or her agents and enpl oyees such information regarding
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the auditing of the netropolitan wutilities district as nmay be
denanded.

Sec. 4. Section 14-2147, Reissue Revised Statutes of
Nebraska, is anmended to read:

14-2147. Upon the conpletion of such exanination and audit,
the person naking the same shall file and furnish to the village or
city clerk of each village or city within the district one copy of his
or her report. Another copy shall be furnished to the county board of

the counties in which the metropolitan utilities district is |ocated

A copy shall also be placed on file wth the pmarager—of the
retropotitan—utibties—distriet— individual appointed in section

14-2109. The original copy shall be filed in the office of the
Audi tor of Public Accounts. The cost and expense of making such audit
shall be paid by the nmetropolitan utilities district in which such
audit and exam nation have been made. The auditor shall make out and
certify a bill for the expense of making such an audit. Upon
presentation of the bill to the secretary of the board of the
metropolitan utilities district, it shall be the duty of the board to
all ow and pay the claim The amobunt thereof shall be paid to the State
Treasurer.
